In tho local markets tomorrow there 


will be a good selection of fresh fruits and 
vegetables 
to choose from. The only 


fruits that are new arc strawberries. Tha 
tirst of the season have appeared In the 
market. 
They eoine from Louisiana and 


are put up In pint boxes and sell for 15 
cents per box. The berries will be high 
for some time and it will be a number of 
weeks before the price Is within tbe reach 
of all. 
Most of tbo oranges now offered 


are from California and are of all quali- 
ties. Tbe cheaper ones sell for 10 cent! 
per dozen and the others range in price to 
as high as 25 and 30 cents per dozen. 
Pineapples can bo bought at 25 and 80 
cents each. 
The best bananas Bell for 16 


cents per dozen. Radishes are in market 
at 6 cents per bunch and Jettuoe is sold 
for 6 jsnts per head. 
Cauliflowers are 15 


cents a bead and cabbage sells fcr 2 cents' 
per pound. Aepargus is offe>ed at S cents 
per bunch. Most tof the vegetables sold 
come from the south. 
The price of pota- 


toe« ranges from 75 cents to 86 cents per 
bushel. 


Eggs are rapidly going down in price.

George H. White, the Only Col- 


ored Congressman. 


Be H» Won tbe Reapect ot All \Vb« 


Know Blm by Bl» Modems' 


and Devotion to His 


Hl«rh Ideal*. 


The only colored 
member of the 


Fifty-fifth congress is George H. White, 
of the Second district of North Caro- 
lina, who during the short time he has 
served in congress has ^\ on the respect 
and esteem of his associate". Mr. White 
is of mixed race. There is Irish, Indian 
and negro blood in his veins, and it is 
not 1oo much io say that he posses-sea 
many of the best characteristics of 
these races. He has the wit o£ the 
Irishman, the faithfulness of the negro, 
the patience and endurance of the 
Indian, and to this curious mixture, 
perhaps, he owes the success ^ Inch he 
has attained. 


Like nearly all of the men of his race 


who ha^e risen to prominence, Mr. 
White owes his success in life largely to 
himself, to his own pprser\erance- and 
his ability to conquer difficulties. His 
early studies were much interrupted 
because of the necessity lie was under 
to do manual labor on farms and in the 
forest^, and it wus not until he was 17 
years old that his serious education was 
actually begun at what w as then known 
as a "subscription school." He finally 
came to Washington and entered How- 
ard "University, where he was graduated 
with honors in 1877, paving from his 
own earnings all of his college and pe- 
Bonal expenses. 


Subsequently he began the study' 


medicine, but finding this uncongenial 
he returned to Xoith Carolina, wlu'rc 
he began the study of law under JudK'e 
William J. Clarke, and was admitted 
to the bar. 
Later, when admitted to 


practice in the supreme court of his 
Btate, lie was the only colored man in a 
class of 32. To meet the expenses of his 
law course Mr. White taught fchool, 
and was then, as he is now, an en- 
thusiast on the higher education of his 
race, believing that its development 
will come through this means only. lie 
is remembered as a remarkable teacher

in that he inspired his students to their 
best efforts, and gaie them new ambi- 
tions and a wider point uf view. Dur- 
ing his services in the house of repre- 
sentatives of his state lie introduced 
and was the author of a Lili creating 
four state normal schools; and, indeed, 
he is credited with having done more 
to advance education in Xorth Carolina 
than auy other man in that state. 


Mr. White was nominated to his pres- 


ent place by acclamation, and at the 
election worsted his opponent by more 
than 4,000 majority. He lias, sajs the 
New York Tribune, all the attributes 
that go to make a politician; an under- 
standing of human nature, a deep 
knowledge of public questions, and he 
is rarely gifted as an orator—logical, 
forcible and 
convincing. 
Through 


thrift and economy Mr. 
V\ hite 
has 


amassed a modest competency. In a 
word, the colored member irom the 
Second North Carolina district should 
be a model to his race,and no onecoukl 
study his career without 
receiving 


benefit from it.

An American Girl's Success as an 


Astronomer. 


[»• Cbarge of an Important Depart* 


ment of the Paria ObierTratory— 


Her Wbole Life Bound IP 


in Her Work. 


American girls for a long time have 


been carrying- off some of the best 
art prizes in Paris, and the French have 
(frown to accept it as a foregone coo- 
elusion that they vvill continue to do 
so; but they were taken by surprise, 
wlcn Miss Dorothea Klumpke, a San 
Francisco girl, won her way into the 
Paris astronomical observatory over 
the heads of the 50 Frenchmen who 
were competing, and she 
now has 


charge of the department whioh com- 
putes the measurements of the stars 
in the Paris belt, with several young 
French women under her direction. 
She has a special bureau of her own in 
the great observatory garden, and it 
is covered with ivy and surrounded 
by flowers. Here Miss Klumpke works 
eagerly from nine in the morning till 
five in the afternoon, and frequently at 
night she stays up in the round lower 
with her telescope turned searching]}- 
upon the stars. Her wiiolelife is bound 
up in her work. She delights in it. 
and tiie heavens to her are as intimate 
as the little garden of her bureau, where 
the snails crawl over the paths and 
the French roses bloom. Her special 
duty is to photograph all the stars in 
her belt. This is done on small plates 
about six inches square, and two im- 
pressions are taken of each star, so 
that there may be no mistake. The 
plates are marked off in squares a six- 
teenth of an inch across by spider webs, 
as anything else would be too clumsy, 


p dmpres&ions of the stars are only 


little specks, but their position on the 
squares of the plates is carefully com- 
puted, and the result noted in books 
which will be used several hundred 
years from now, so that science may 
know if any of these small stars are 
moving bodies. 


Miss Klumpke- went to Europe ten 


years ago at the age of 20, and has 
studied in Germany, Switzerland and 
Paris. She has a brilliant education.

Ants of Australia. 


C«m*tmet Larger Work! In Propor- 


tion to Their SUe Than Any Other 


Creature* on Earth—Some of 


Their Rained Homes.

Man looks at the pyramids of Egypt 


or the Eiffel tower, then at himself, and 
marvels, at the massive proportions of 
these works v.-hen compared with the 
size of the builder. The druidical ants 
of Australia are not soconceitcd. They 
haven't time for conceit when at work 
upon their gigantic mounds. Yet there 
isn't a creature upon the earth which 
constructs a larger work in proportion 
to its size than do these indefatigable 
toilers. 


A traveler who w as new to the bush 


engaged two bushmen to pilot him 
through the back blocks of Queens- 
land. They went out of their way in 
search of water, which was finally 
found in the early dusk of the evening; 
then 
they 
lined 
themselves 
back 


towards their proper route by the caps 
of the hills out beyond Yandiila. These 
went down in the night behi id the 
forests, and after wandering: aimlessly 
in the dark until long after midnight 
they built a fire with which to dispel 
the dampness. They slept until the sun 
was high up in the trees. Then, look- 
ing up, the traveler peered through the 
straggling low forest and exclaimed: 


"Why, 
here are the ruins of an old 


town!" 


His companions simply laughed. 
"Can't you see the high, broken walls 


there?" he demanded, somewhat piqued 
at Iheir levity. 


His anger stirred their mirth still fur- 


ther. 


"Thorn ain't no ruins, mate; them's 


p.nt hills." 


"lleh!" the traveler grunted, staring 


at the bushmen. 


They were familiar enough to the 


first settler mho had "numped his 


rinth of these engineering little insects; 
and the work showed an intelligence 
as amazing as was the size of the outer 
structure. There were chambers, nests, 
galleries, storage rooms and cells, 
which it must have taken millions of 
workers years to construct. But the 
fortress was deserted. It had evidently 
been ten feet high, and the big pieces 
lay about like honeycombed terra cot- 
ta, much worse for wear. 


These monster ant-hills extended for 


more than 50 miles through that strag- 
gling eucalyptus forest. They are said 
by old "swagrnen" to extend for hun- 
dreds of miles without break in the 
northern and western gulf country of 
Australia. 


In digging for water in the vicinity of 


the mounds workmen have cut through 
tiers of passages at depths of from six 
to twenty feet, and as much as 300 
yards from the spires. Often the dig- 
ging had to be abandoned for fear of 
contaminating the water. In one place 
in the Peak Downs country the earth 
had been so perforated with these ant 
bores that the diggers incontinently 
fled from the horrible effluvia which the 
earth emitted. It seems that the ants 
had so perfectly cemented their little 
subterranean passages that they be- 
came round flues; when cut they looked 
like quills of terra cotta drawn through 
the earth. 


The appearance of this cobweb of ant 


tracks in the ground has led to the 
statement that these areas are simplj 
a bed of tints; but this is the reverse 
of the fact. The ant lives only in the 
hills, and merely drills oxit the earth 
for building material. Its lump: is 
garnered from the outer earth, which 
it generally enters through a sort oj 
boomerang-shaped tunnel, one end of 
which is in the big ant-hill, while the 
outer opens upon the level ground 
Many of these little doors are found 
adjacent to the high columns. For 
miles and iriles, these little borers have 
dug their tiny balls of clay from the 
bowels of the earth 
find patiently 


toiled at them until they were eventual- 
ly smoothed out upon the building sur- 
face of the ant castle.

For two days more the bird continued 
to bring the little one food, and would 
etay fluttering near the hole, chirrup- 
ing and trying to cheer the little pris- 
oner up. Many times it entered and 
seemed to be trying to extricate its 
young one, but it could not succeed in 
doing so, try as It would. The prisoner 
had flown into the building, which was 
empty, and managed to get between 
the weather boarding, near the top of 
the inside. Falling a considerable dis- 
tance, it lodged in the narrow space, 
which did not permit it to use its wings 
in rising again. Its plaints had reached 
the mother and she, not being able to 
reach it from the inside, had cut 
through from without.

lie is conficleut'y looking forward to 
the transmission by telephone wire of 
a salutation from America to the as 
spmblet! repre^entati\es of the scien- 
tific world at the coming PTJ« exposi- 
tion. Not loi s ago Prof. I'upin pro- 
posed to telephone across the ocean 
by a theoretically operatiie condenser 
system, in which the 
< urrent, weaken- 


ing as it went along, w oiild be as it were 
renewed by a series cf steps or reen- 
forcemer.ts. Lieut. Patten thi.iks that 
a similar result can be attained by *he 
telephone repeater. He holds that this 
d^uee has only to be made perfectly 
automatic, and reliable, ard so simple 
in construction as not to require either 
frequent repairs or adjustment to do 
the work of repeating messages any 
distance. Only 30 such repeaters would 
be necessary for telephone conversa 
tion with the old world.
